Marth started out for himself in 


Savanna, 111., in 1913 when he 
bought out his former boss. His 
business acument was recognized 
early. He was -the first merchant 
in the community

In 1923, Marth moved to Dixon. 


Delivery service had already been 
instituted in this community, so 
Marth figured out another new 
merchandising 
scheme. 
He got 


the idea of purchasing fresh veg- 
etables 
from 
the 
Minneapolis 


market and the Water street mar- 
ket in Chicago. 


Refrigeration and storage of 


fresh vegetables at the time was 
pretty much unheard of. 
If a- 


merchant did not dispose of his 
stock in a few days, he stood to 
suffer a substantial loss. While 
others 
procrastinated, 
Marth 


took the risk. Other merchants 
of the time stuck to selling the 
"dry 
root" 
vegetables while 


Marth had his fresh vegetables 
shipped from Chicago. 


The advent of refrigeration and 


faster travel made dry-root-only 
vegetable selling obsolete.

How have the buying habits and 


customs of consumers 
changed 


over the years? Marth explains: 


"Years ago people used to buy 


in bulk and do most of their own 
cooking and baking," he says. 
"It was nothing for a man to 
come into the store and pur- 
chase large stocks of 
flour, 


spices, salt and sugar because 
most of the people did their own 
cooking and 'baking. 


"Nowadays, with better trans- 


portation and more women work- 
ing. people want to purchase food 
that is all ready for the table. And 
people come into the stores oftener 
and do not buy in as great a bulk 
as they used to."

Dulles in Paris 
For More Talks 


Collective Defense Only 
Hope for France, He Says 


PARIS («—Secretary of State Dulles arrived here today and said he 


considers that a. collective defense organization for Southeast Asia could 
help France get "just and honorable peace terms" in Indochina. 


Dulles flew into Paris aboard a 


U.S. military air transport Con- 
stellation for a top-level British- 
French attempt to convince him 
an "honorable" peace can still be 
won in Indochina—and that his 
presence in Geneva would help 
win it. 


Talks Scheduled 


He is scheduled to open talks 


with French Premier Pierre Men- 
des-France and British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden at 11 a.m. 
CST. 
Eden and Mendes-France 


left Geneva earlier today to be 
on hand for the conference. 


In a statement, Dulles recalled 


he had come to Paris last April 
13, before the Geneva conference 
started, to talk about forming a 
Southeast Asian defense pact. 


At that time, he said, he felt 


such an organization would help 
France. 
"I still feel the same 


way," he added. 


Has Explanation 


He went on to explain: 
"The United States is not itself 


a belligerent and therefore not a 
proper party to many aspects of 
the problem which are the prin- 
cipal concern of the Geneva con- 
ference. However, we do have a 
great and continuing interest in 
collective action bv France. Great 
Britain. United States and other 
free 
countries to promote 
the 


peace and freedom of the area. 


"This, as well as pressing Eu 


ropean problems, will, I hope, b 
among the subjects of our conver 
sations here, which are bound t 
reemphasize to the Communist 
the futility of their efforts to di 
vide us". 


The reference to European prob 


lems indicated Dulles expects t 


iscuss plans for the six-nation 
European army which France has 
clayed placing before its Parlia- 
ment for ratification. 


Received Appeal 


Dulles' flight here was in answer 
o an urgent appeal from. Mendes- 
"rance. 
At conferences this afternoon and 
onight, Mendes-France and Eden 
will outline the prospects .for an 
Indochina peace settlement in an 
attempt to allay American fears 
that France is getting ready to 
surrender to the Reds at Geneva. 
Dulles' determination that the Uni- 
ted States should not be saddled 
with responsibility for any such 
settlement resulted in his decision 
that neither he nor Under Secre- 
tary of State Walter Bedel) Smith 
would return to Geneva for the 
final round of negotiations 


Western diplomats at the Geneva 


conference viewed Dulles' tnp to 
Paris as a strengthener for Men- 
des-France, who has only eight 
days left to make good on his 
promise to win an "honorable" In- 
dochina peace from the Commu- 
nists by July 20 or resign.

partment of the Department of 
Public Welfaie. The project will 
be treatment of dysentery 
and 


other bowel disorders with Terra- 
myein, claimed as one of the new 
medical "wonder drugs." 


Donate Drug, Milk 


One of the leading drug houses 


in the eo'untry'iS'donating a match- 
ing supply of drugs to enlarge Hie 
scope of the study. A Dixon dairy 
is donating a matching supply of 
buttermilk, which will be given in 
conjunction with the drug.

In Poultry 


UKBAKA — Blackhead is caus- 


ing heavy losses in Illinois chicken 
flocks this year, reports Dr. L. E. 
Hanson, veterinarian at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Veterinary 
Medicine. 


This disease of chickens and tur- j 


keys is caused by a parasite passed 
in the droppings. Birds under 12 
weeks of age are th* heaviest hit 
and may die suddenly without 
showing any symptoms. 


See your veterinarian if any of 


your chicks become pale-colored, 
weak, drowsy, droop their head, 
tail or wings, or have a sulfur-col- 
ored diarrhea. 


A few simple steps this summer 


will cut down the chances of this di- 
sease striking your flocks. Keep 
vour chicks in a clean, dismfected 
brooder house, for the first six to 
ten weeks, and use a range that 
poultry have not used for a year or 
more. If you raise both chicks and 
turkeys, keep them separated at 
all times. 


Try to keep droppings out of feed 


and water and don't use them as 
manure on your poultry ranges.

Chickens Give 
TB to Swine 


URBANA — Poultry arc the main 


offenders when it comes to spread- 
ing tuberculosis to hogs on Illinois 
farms. 


G. T. Woods, extension veteri- 


narian at the University of Illinois, 
says 90 per cent of the cases of 
s\rine tuberculosis result when hogs 
are in contact with infected poult- 
ry. Other infections come from cat- J 
tie and humans. 


In 1953, nearly 10,000 hogs were 


condemned at slaughter houses by 
Federal meat inspectors because 
of this disease. An estimated 36 
percent of the swine herds and 14 
percent of the pigs in Illinois have 
tuberculosis. Most cases of the di- 
sease are picked up from poultry 
flocks mixed with young and old 
birds. 


You can reduce the chances of 


your hogs getting the disease by 
raising an all-pullet flock, or by 


keeping old hens out of your hog 
lots and pastures this summer. 


There is no treatment for swine 


tuberculosis. As the hogs often 
don't show any symptoms of the di- 
sease, the only way to tell if your 
hogs have tuberculosis is to have 
your veterinarian give them a tu- 
berculin test. Infected pigs should 
b« slaughtered to keep the disease 
from spreading.

In- 
deed, that very fact is to some extent responsible for the 
difficulties of recruitment. 


If Congress believes this department has many times 


shown gross incompetence at the foreign service level- 
as one must gather from the general tone of criticisms 
over the years—then the lawmakers ought to welcome 
eagerly any program which offers seriously to bring 
qualified personnel into the service. 


A new lease on life for the foreign service will not alone 


restore the State Department to a high pitch of morale 
and efficiency. 
Many other factors are involved in its 


current low status. But this hopeful plan could help to 
build a stouter framework for the future.

White Cells Are Important 
In Resisting Infections 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.D. 


The white blood cells play an im- 


portant part m the resistance of 
the body to infection /nd possibly 
in other functions. These cells in- 
crease in number in the presence 
of many kinds of infections. 


Usually, there are about 7500 


•white blood cells in each cubic 
millimeter of blood (as compaied 
with about 5,000 000 red cells I. Be- 
cause there are so many more led 
cells the white cells can be counted 
satisfactorily only when the led 
cells have been destroyed by a spe- 
cial solution. * • •

As a first step, wash the old 


garment. Sometimes you can even 
give new life to the material by- 
bleaching or dyeing colors that 
look dull and old. 


In deciding what to make, con 


rider 
thev weight and texture o( 


the cloth. 
Also, the amount of 


goods you' have to work with will 
obviously be limited by,the style 
cut and size of the old garment 
The challenge of remaking some 
garments will tax your wits more 
than others. Remember that you 
can often make "accessories'* like 
dickies, aprons, beacir bags and 
play clothes from outgrown gar 
ments or ones with worn sections 
in them that can't be used. 


Sometimes a dress that has 


worn out under the sleeves wil 
make an excellent sun dress or 
pinafore. 
Some dresses will tak 


on new life with the simple addi 
lion of new pockets, buttons, col 
lars and cuffs or an artificia 
flower.

Governors Divided Over 
Ike's Highway Program 


Billion Proposal Poses 


Challenge to State Leaders 
~ 


BOLTON LANDING. N. Y. <f> — 


Governors divided sharply today 
on how to carry out President Eis- 
enhower's bold proposal for a 50- 
billion-dollar transcontinental high- 
way program. 


Almost without exception. Re- 


publican and Democratic gover- 
nors agreed that the country needs 
a. 30-year expansion of roads that 
would shape up as one of the coun- 
try's greatest permanent, nonwar 
construction programs. 


But there was a distinct feeling 


among leaders of the 46th annual 
Governors Conference here that 
the President had laid down a 
challenge to them in the historic 
controversy over state and federal 
powers. 


Nixon Speaks 


Against a backdrop of conference 


demands that the federal govern- 
ment get out of the road-building 
business. Vice President Nixon put 
to the governors at their annual 
state dinner last night a presiden- 
tial suggestion for an interstate 
road program designed to provide 
transport for 200 million Americans 
by 1970. 


Reading notes the President had 


prepared for a speech which Eis- 
enhower canceled after the death 
of a sister-in-law. Nixon told the 
governors in the President's words 
that the "appalling inadequacies" 
of America's highways must be 
solved "to meet the demands of 
catastrophe 
or 
defense 
should 


atomic war come." 


Eisenhower suggested that the 


governors study a proposal for fed- 
eral-state cooperation tinder which 
Washington might "advance funds 
or guarantee the obligations of 
localities or states which under- 
take to construct new or modern- 
ize existing highways." 


See Aid Expansion 


To gome governors who had 


been plugging for abolition of fed- 
eral gasoline and auto taxes so the 
states could finance their own road 
building, this sounded not only like 
continuation of the federal aid pro- 
gram but an expansion of it. 


Gov. Dan Thornton, Colorado Re- 


publican and chairman of the con- 
ference, gave reporters this inter- 
pretation of the President's mes- 
sage: 


"The President is tossing a chal- 


lenge to the governors. He says 
50 billion dollars is needed for 
roads in the next 10 years. The 
states are being offered the oppor- 
tunity to go ahead under local 
management. 


•"The inference is that if the 


states don't do it, the federal gov- 
ernment will." 


Agreeing that the President's 


suggestion was "dandy" if federal 
aid was to be continued. Gov. Wil- 
liam G. Stratton, Illinois Republi- 


can, stuck to his contention that 
the states should build their own 
roads. 


Called "Discouraging" 


Gov. G. Mennen Williams, Mk-h- 


igan Democrat, said the Presi- 
dent's proposal is "discouraging ' 
because "he apparently has given 
no thought of returning primary 
control of the highway programs 
to the states." 


Gov. Walter J. Kohler. Wiscon- 


sin Republican, saw a "fundamen- 
tal conflict" between the Presi- 
dent's views and those of the gov- 
ernors.

lies- were evacuated from their 
homes during the night and the 
river was still rising.

way lines 
already 
were under 


water in Vienna. The cellars of 
many warehouses were flooded. 
But a quarter-rnile-wide overflow 
area prevented the high waters 
from endangering the center of the 
city. 


In German, more thousands of 


farmers were able' to return to 
the wreckage of their homes as 
the floods receded. In Austria, 
high waters of the Danube were 
beginning to move behind the 
Iron Curtain.

Ending Feud 
Over Story 


NEW YORK (S>—General Motors 


Corporation and the Wall Street 
lournal today appeared to be patch- 
ing up their quarrel which began as 
result of a story in the Journal 
forecasting 1955 automobile mod- 
els. 


GM had cancelled all advertising 


in th. business daily, stopped 
sending the newspaper its press 
releases and made its officials un- 
available to Journal newsmen as 
a result of a May 28 article show- 
ing drawings of the 1955 Chevrolet 
and unannounced models of 1955 
cars of other manufacturers. 


GM saia on June 19 that the 


Journal story involved the com- 
pany1* property rights, had been 
obtained from sources "in a con- 
fidential relationship with us" and 
adversely affected the sale of 1954 
cars. 
The Journal said at the time it 


was hard to believe GM "would 
use this sort of pressure" to ex- 
press disapproval of news policies. 


GM had been spending more than 


$250,000 a year on advertising in 
the newspaper. 


Signs of a reconciliation ap- 


peared today in an exchange of 
letters between Harlow H. Curtice, 
president of GM, and Bernard Kil- 
gore, president of the newspaper. 


In his answer to Curtice's letter, 


Kilgore said he was gratified to 
see that GM for the past three 
weeks had been sending its news 
releases once more to the Journal 
and that GM officials were once 
more making themselves available 
to Journal reporters. 


Nothing was said by either Kil 


gore or Curtice in their letters as 
to resumption of advertising, how- 
ever, and no*comment on this 
could be obtained from either side
